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U.  S.  Policy  Toward  China 

For  centuries  men  have  debated  the  question  of  the  proper  size  of  the  politi- 
cal community.  Plato  and  Aristotle  agreed  that  one  of  the  most  relevant  tests 
concerned  the  number  of  people  v/ho  could  gather  in  one  place  to  hear  on 
orator's  voice.  Radio's  use  and  abuse  in  this  respect  were  witnessed  in  plebiscites 
in  dictatoriolly  governed  countries,  with  radios  blaring  forth  in  every  village 
square.  But  almost  as  insidious  is  the  loneliness  of  listeners  in  their  living  rooms 
and  the  feeling  of  isolation  and  helplessness  as  one  listens  alone  to  statements  of 
worldwide  significance.  For  the  broadcast  of  Pacifica  Foundation's  four-hour  sym- 
posium on  U.  S.  policy  toward  China  (Sunday,  October  4,  at  4:30  and  7:30),  may 
we  suggest  that  you  invite  your  friends  to  your  living  room  to  hear  this  problem 
discussed,  and  to  discuss  it  yourselves.  We  offer  in  this  program  a  chance  to  hear 
the  facts  and  the  opinions  of  leading  experts  on  this  topic.  No  program  as  exten- 
sive, and,  in  a  sense,  as  ambitious  as  this  has  been  attempted  before  by  Pacifica 
Foundation.
